Wilson busied himself with manifold 
duties today prior to embarking upon 
his momentous task of peace delegate 
in the Paris world session. 
It was anticipated he would leave 
here late tonight for New York, sail­ 
ing from there aboard the George 
Washington Wednesday m o r n in g . 
There was a 
lingering possibility, 
however, that his day’s work would J 
render it impossible for him to leave 
here before tomorrow morning. 
He 
had many papers to dispose of and be­ 
sides he had a calendar of engage­ 
m ents throughout the day, including 
a cabinet session this afternoon. 
State and war department officials 
have been busy for two days making 
out credentials, collecting baggage and 
performing the scores of labors that 
such a journey, with so extensive a 
party, require. 
The George Washington will be con­ 
voyed, it is understood, by the bat- j 
tleship Pennsylvania, Admiral'Mayo’s 
flagship, and other vessels.

On the verge of departure the pres­ 
ident found himself in an unusual 
predicament. 
Heretofore hailed as 
national leader and looked to for 
counsel abroad, he departs without 
the hearty backing of congress.

gress more freely into his confidence.

At least two Santa Anans were 
cited for bravery during the fight­ 
ing in the Argonne forest, and 
one of them, Elmer T. Worthy, 
was awarded a commission as sec­ 
ond lieutenant. 
Lieut. Worthy was top sergeant 
cf Co. M, 362nd Infantry of the 
Ninety-first Division which trained 
ss Camp Lewis, when under fire 
he charged a hill and captured a 
number of machine gun 
nests. 
He wa3 granted his commission 
fcr gallantry in action. 
Worthy is the son of J. T. 
Worthy of Wintersburg, and was 
an attorney in Santa Ana when 
he entered the service. 
He was 
with Co. L at the border. 
For going through a barrage 
during the fighting in Argonne 
forth, Private Paul N. Cozad, son 
of Mr. and Mr*. C. C. Cozad of 804 
East First street, has been rec­ 
ommended for bravery. 
According to Private Cozad’s let­ 
ter. the Ninety-first division, in which 
several scores of Orange county boys 
are located, fought at the Argonne for­ 
est for eighteen days, and went into 
battle a second time in Belgium for a 
few days just preceding November ti. 
Cozad is with Co. H, 361st Infantry. 
Cozad’s letter, written “somewhere 
in Belgium” on November G, has the 
following: 
“We have just come back from the 
front again, but we were there only 
a few 
days 
til is time. 
We 
went 
through some more hot stuff, but came 
out all O.K. 
Our division has won a 
great reputation as fighters, and we 
won it on the front in France. 
That 
front, was the Argonne forest. 
I sup­ 
pose you read of the battle. 
We were 
on the front there eighteen days and 
every day we were fighting and chas­ 
ing back the Huns. 
Our officers and 
men sure did put up a tight in that 
battle of the Argonne, and won a great 
reputation for our division, and all 
over France the Ninety-first is talked 
of. 
“I have been recommended for brav­ 
ery for going through a barrage in the 
Argonne battle. 
"In the hist battle we were in we 
saw how terribly the Huns treated 
lite Belgians. 
The stories they told 
us of their four years under German 
rule were awful. 
The country we are 
in now is a beautiful country with lots 
of green fields of turnips and beets 
The country here is all level and quite 
different from the country we were 
fighting in on the Argonne. 
On this 
front we ijave been having beautiful 
weather till two davs ago, when it 
started raining. On I his last front we 
fought under the command of King 
Albert.”

Wits CLOSE ON HEELS 
OE AUSTRIANS IS 
THEY LEFT ITALY 


Captives Were Certainly a 
Bunch of Bums, Writes 
Woodworth to Parents 


(Mra. Henry Bosey, Correspondent) 
GARDEN GROVE, Dec. 3.—A letter 
received by Mr. and Mrs. J. M. Wood­ 
worth from their son, Robert, with the 
colors in Italy gives some interesting 
items from 
the 
Italian 
front. 
Mr. 
Woodworth is the newly elected vice- 
president-manager of the First Nation­ 
al Bank of Garden Grove. 
Tile letter 
in part says: 
“My letter is a day late this week 
because I Mas on a trip over Sunday 
and did not get back until late last 
night—Nov. 4. 
I wisli I could have 
been with you when I returned. 
I 
could have entertained you for hours 
about the trip. It M’as a wonderful ex­ 
perience. 
“Saturday afternoon we left here in 
an ambulance which was down from 
Sect. 45, the Ames section, for sup­ 
plies. up to the section and stayed all 
night. 
They have been located about 
tM’elve miles from bere until the pres­ 
ent drive of the Italians but expect to 
move up further this week. 
I expect 
the papers have been full of the suc­ 
cess of the Italians, and for them the 
war seems practically ertdecPand they 
have 
been 
celebrating 
accordingly 
the last few days and nights. 
Would 
like to have been in one of the larger 
Italian cities and see 
for 
once the 
Mags enthused over something. Well, 
we stayed all night at the section and 
next morning rode one of their am ­ 
bulances up to their outposts about six 
miles. 
There we learned tile outpost 
Mas being moved further up and the 
ambulance was 
ordered 
to 
report 
there. 
We of course M'ent Mith the 
ambulance and so we were on the 
first American ambulance to go with 
the Italian army which Mas giving the 
retreating Austrians some chase. 
“At noon we came to the new out­ 
post which was twenty miles into te r­ 
ritory held by the Austrians for nearly 
a year. It took us so long to make the 
trip because the road M-as so full of 
traffic and in such poor condition that 
our progress M-as slow. Tile road M-as 
full of all the equipment of the army 
on its M'av to the front, artillery, in­ 
fantry, cavalry and hundreds of sup­ 
ply trucks, with an occasional staff 
car demanding the right of way and 
lamming tile traffic in general 
Tile 
Austrians lr retreating had blown out 
several portions of the road and all of 
but they were working 
on the shell holes and had temporary’ 
pontoon bridges erected. 
This coun­ 
try had seen much shelling the past 
months and was In a sad condition, 
houses ruined and toMns demolished. 
“For tile first ten miles we drove 
along a road which had been in sight 
of tile Austrians and Mas coniouflaged 
on both sides with walls of reeds, also 
had a covering of them all along the 
road. We met Austrian prisoners and 
they were indeed a bunch of bums, 
ragged, dirty, sick and half starved, 
mostly bovs and old men. However, 
the worst looking human beings I ever 
saw’ w’ere the liberated Italian prison­ 
ers whom they were hauling home in 
trucks, but they were also very happy. 
- “The Austrians had retreated in a 
hurrv 
and 
left 
everything 
behind 
them. 
We saw piles of guns and am ­ 
munition. hospitals and warehouses de­ 
serted on a m om ent’s notice and even 
a great cable railroad up the mountain 
to their batteries witli loads of am ­ 
munition in the cars left swinging it. 
mid air. 
The people were beginning to return 
to their homes, sad lookers with a load 
in a cart or on their heads but with a 
smile or. their faces and a "vive Amer­ 
ican!" when they saw our ear. Tn one 
place tile Austrians left 8000 sacks of 
flour in a warehouse and the people 
were carrying it away as fast as they 
could. 
It was surely a Godsend to 
them. 
They told us that when there 
was any to be had, which was seldom, 
the Austrians charged them $5 for a 
pound of bread. 
There were German 
signs up directing their soldiers, Aus­ 
trian cemeteries and lots of unburied 
dead. 
Austrian cannons and machine 
guns and great piles of 
rifles, 
car­ 
tridges and helmets, trenches and dug­ 
outs, and in faet all the horrors of 
war. 
“The Austrians had been over the 
road about twelve hours ahead of us. 
so you see we were with the head of 
the Italia? army, but to offset the hor­ 
ribleness of it all we were alM'ays re­ 
minded that the road Mas in one of the 
most beautiful valleys of the entire 
range of the Alps and the scenery M’as 
a knockout and kept us exclaiming 
‘Oh! and Ah!’ all day. 
We reached 
the section’s new outpost about l l 
o’clock and had mess of ‘non-rations, j 
and started back almost at once in the 
supply truck. 
It took much longer to
